Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Sanitary  condition  and  health  of  the 
Kingawood  Urban  District. 

During  the  year  the  health  of  the  District  has  been 
good.  In  July  we  suffered  from  a slight  outbreak  of 
Scarlet  Fever  which  necessitated  the  closing  of  the  Hanham 

i 

Wesleyan  Schools  one  week  before  the  holidays.  This  is 
the  only  outbreak  we  have  had  during  the  year  though 
there  have  been  sporadic  cases  most  months. 

There  has  been  little  or  no  Autumnal  Diarrhoea  as 
in  previous  years,  but  in  spite  of  these  favorable  facts 
I feel  very  strongly  the  advisability  of  introducing 
ventilating  shafts  to  our  already  drained  district,  also 
the  continuous  flushing  of  the  Sewers  especially  during 
the  dry  season,  as  at  that  time  the  smells  arising  from 
the  perforated  manholes  in  the  centre  of  the  roads  are 
very  obnoxious  and  are  injurious  to  the  health  of  the 
District .

to  the  School  children  owing  to  the  proposed  Medical 
Examination  in  schools  I have  been  very  forcibly  struck, 
in  my  own  district  especially,  during  the  last  few  years 
by  the  undersized  and  very  often  ill -nourished  appearance 
of  the  boys,  many  of  whom  come  to  me  on  leaving  school 
for  examination  under  the  Factory  Act.  No  decision  in 
this  County  has  been  yet  arrived  at  regarding  the  Medical 
Inspection  of  children  in  schools. 

The  occupation  of  the  Inhabitants  has  not  altered; 
no  fresh  industry  has  been  introduced  into  the  District. 

In  September  last  an  Inquiry  was  held  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  as  it  was  desired  to  complete  the 
sewerage  and  drainage  scheme  for  the  Warmley  portion  of 
the  district,  for  which  it  was  necessary  to  borrow  the 
sum  of  £10,000.  There  were  objections  from  owners  of 
property  in  Deanery  Road  whose  houses  would  not  be  in- 
cluded in  the  scheme.  This  scheme  did  not  meet  with  the 
approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  but  a deputation 
waited  on  the  Local  Government  Board  later  on  and  were 
advised  to  include  Deanery  Road,  which  was  agreed  to, 
but  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  nothing  definite  was 
arrived  at.  In  this  scheme  the  outfall  works  were  to 
be  situated  outside  the  District  in  Warmley  Rural  area, 
about  one  quarter  of  a mile  from  the  border.  I trust 
that  this  scheme  will  be  carried  out  without  delay  as 
it  is  urgently  needed. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  arrangements  for 
the  removal  of  house  refuse. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  District  by  the  West 
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Gloucester  Water  Company  has  been  good  and  sufficient  at 
all  times  and  we  have  not  been  troubled  with  any  dis- 
coloration . 

Twenty-one  fresh  connections  have  been  made  during 
the  year. 

27  new  houses  have  been  built  under  the  careful 
supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  18  over  the  previous  year. 

5 Oases  of  overcrowding  were  Investigated  and  dealt 
with  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

All  these  have  been  inspected  during  the  year  and 
are  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition. 

No  sample  of  food  has  been  submitted  for  Analysis. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the 
District  during  the  year  was  133,  or  a corrected  number 
including  deaths  in  Public  Institutions  outside  the 
District  who  were  residents  in  the  District  was  142;  this 
estimating  our  population  at  13,161  gives  a death  rate 
of  10  per  1000,  or  a corrected  death  rate  of  10*7  per 
1000,  and  an  average  of  12*9  per  1000  during  the  past 
10  years . 

The  total  number  of  births  during  the  year  was  325, 
which  gives  a birth  rate  of  24«6  per  1000,  and  an  average 
during  the  past  10  years  of  29*9  per  1000.  This  is  a 
decided  decrease  and  the  lowest  birth-rate  we  have  had 
for  some  years.  I find  other  districts  are  in  a similar 
condition.

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The  mortality  of  infants  under  one  year  number  40 
and  the  rate  is  123*0  per  1000  births  registered;  this 
is  about  the  same  average  as  it  has  been  for  the  past  10 
years.  I am  pleased  to  say  that  during  the  latter  5 
years  there  has  been  a marked  improvement  - 10  out  of 

the  40  Infants  died  under  one  week,  15  in  the  first 
month  and  premature  birth  accounted  for  one-fifth  of  the 
total.  Ours  being  mainly  a working  population  we  cannot 
expect  our  infantile  mortality  to  be  as  low  as  a District 
like  Clifton  where  the  inhabitants  if  they  do  not  feed 
their  infants  themselves  can  afford  the  be3t  substitutes. 
It  i3  greatly  to  be  desired  that  more  Mothers  should  feed 
their  infants  themselves  as  it  is  most  difficult  with 
the  sma.ll  amount  of  money  and  time  at  their  disposal  to 
provide  a satisfactory  artificial  food. 

The  number  of  these  cases  was  51,  which  is  comprised 
of  Sca.rlet  Fever  31 , Diphtheria  11 , Erysipelas  7,  Puerperal 
Fever  2.  Four  out  of  this  number  proved  fatal,  namely 
2 Puerperal  Fever,  2 Diphtheria. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  15  cases  were 
notified;  36  in  the  second  half. 

The  cases  reported  numbered  31,  they  were  all  of  a 
mild  type  and  none  ended  fatally. 

In  July  there  were  9 cases  reported,  8 of  which 
attended  the  Hanham  Wesleyan  Schools,  and,  though  only 
one  week  before  the  holidays,  I considered  it  advisable 
to  close  the  schools  and  the  outbreak  soon  died  out. 

In  September  6 cases  occurred,  3 of  these  arose  in 
one  house, the  infection  having  been  brought  from  Wales 
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where  the  children  had  been  staying.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

As  the  Report  (in  tabulated  form) 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  embodies  in  it  almost  the 
whole  of  the  duties  referring  to  my  department,  it  seems  almost 
needless  to  reiterate  the  details  already  put  before  you  so 
ably. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note,  however,  that  in  a some- 
what congested  area  such  as  Kingswood  the  death  rates  are  so 
low,  and  such  a small  number  of  Infectious  cases  were  notified 
during  the  past  year. 

Especially  is  this  so,  when  one  is  reminded  of  such  a 
large  number  of  outworkers,  from  other  districts,  receiving  work 
from  factories  within  this  district,  and  also  seeing  we  are  so 
closely  adjacent  to  such  a large  manufacturing  city. 

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  show  a falling  off  in  the  number 
of  Notices  served  for  the  abatement  of  Nuisances  during  the 
past  year,  and  hope  in  the  coming  year  the  number  will  still 
be  decreased. 

I can  only  account  for  this  decrease  by  the  fact  that  in 
my  opinion  the  inhabitants  are  beginning  to  realise  hew  essen- 
tial it  is  to  have  Pure  Pood,  Pure  Air,  and  Sanitary  Surround- 
ings in  order  to  enjoy  healthy  and  vigorous  lives.
